Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Libman 
(US 20060004642 A1). 

Libman discloses a transaction management system for managing the purchase 
of a product or service by a buyer from a seller, the system comprising: 

• a data store for storing seller data comprising, for each of a plurality of sellers, a 
seller identifier (at least paragraph [0053]: Host information stores information 
identifying product provider) 

• a program store storing processor implementable instructions (at least figure 1 : 
processor element includes storage) 
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• a processor coupled to the data store and to the program store for implementing 
the stored instructions, wherein the stored instructions comprise instructions for 
controlling the processor to implement a seller interface to receive seller offer 
data from a seller, the seller offer data including an availability record for a 
product or service offered for sale, the availability record defining a plurality of 
periods of conditional availability, each period of conditional availability having an 
associated set of conditions under which the product or service is or is not 
available, (at least figure 1 : CPU in processor element; paragraph [01 19]: 
product availability conditions)
